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now retain 5 in the mean time the other partsabout thefe 
cavities were fo firmly united as to become a hard and 
folid Stone. 

Before that I confider'd the conjandion of the particles 
of divers Stones, I imagined that thefe particles were uni- 
ted to each other by fiich a fixt Salt, that nothing but 
Fire could feparate them 5 but I am convinced now tha 
this fuppofition will not hold in all Stones.

to the (Publi/herj concerning an Earthquake ^ which 
happened in fome places of the North of England^ 
the i^th ofT>ecemher, 170J. 

YOU have heard, ^ no doubt, of the hte Eartb^nake 
that affefted fome part of the North, as the dreadful 
Storm did the South ; it being moft obfervable at Hull, I 
was defirous of an account from thence, that might be 
depended upon, and therefore writ to the very obliging 
lAtBankf-, Prebendary of T^^r^, who being* Vicar of i^a//, 
was the moft fuitable perfon I knew to addrefs my 
felf unto, and he being pleafed to favour me with a Judi- 
cious account of it, 1 will venture to communicate it iq 
you, with his pious reflexion thereupon. * As to the 

* Earthquake you mention? ir was felt here on Tuefday^ 
' the 28th of the laft Month,, which was Childermas day, 
' about 3 or 4 minutes after 5 in the Evening ; I coafefsj 

* did not feel it my (elf, for I was at that moment walking 
' to vifit a fick Gendeman, and the n«fc im the Streets, 
' and my quick motion, made it iropoiBble, 1 believe, for 
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^ iiie to feel it 5 but it was fo almoft univerfally felt 
^ that there can be no manner of doubt of the truth of it. 

'Mt Peers, ray Reader, (who is an ingenious good man J 
^ was then at his Study v and writing.but the heaving up of 
' hh Chair and his Desk, and the fhake of his Champer, 
'and the ratling of his Windows, did fo amaze him, that 
' he was really affrighted, ai^ was forced for a while to 
' give over his vi^^ork 5 and there ^re twenty fuch inftances 
^ amongit Tradefinen , too tedious to repeat My 
■ Wik was then in her Ciofet, and thought her Chwa 
' wooM have come about her Ears, and my Family felt 
' ihc Chairs movd, in which they were fitting by the 
Kitchen Fire fide, and heard fucb a rattle of the Pewter 
and Windows m almoft affrighted them. A Gentle wc^ 
man not far off laid^ her Chair lifted fo high, that fhe 
thought the great Dog had got under it, and to five 
her felf from falling, flipt off her Chair. 1 fent to 1 
houfe where part of a Chimney was fnak'd down, to en- 
quire of the particulars | they kept Ale, and being pretty 
full of Company that were merry, they did not perceive 
the fliock, only heard the Pewter and Glafs- windows 
dance; but the Landlady *s Mother, whowasinaCbam* 
ber by her felfjfelt the Chock fo violent, that fhe verily be* 
liev*d the houfe to be coming down (as part of the Chim- 
ney afofe-mentiotfd did at the fame moment) and cryed 
out in a fright and had farn,but that {hecatched hold of 
aTableJt came and went fuddenly,and was attended with 
anoifelike the Wind, tho there was then a perfedCalm. 
From other hands I have an account that it was felt in 
Bimrij^^ and other places, at Smtk Daltm particularly, 
where the Parfons Wife (my only Sifter) being alone in 
her Chamber, was fadly frighted with the heaving up of 
the Chair fhe fate in, and the very fenfible fhake of the 
Room, efpecialfy the Windows, cf^A A Relation of mine, 
who is a Minifler near Limdn^ being then at a Gentle- 
mans houfe in the Neighbourhood, wasamai'd at the mo- 
ving 
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yingof 'the Chairs they fat upqn^ which was fa Tiolent., 
lie writes every Lirtib of him was fhakeo ; ! nm told alfo 
from z iiire hand^ thatTo nigh os as Selhj^ where Mr Tra- 
verse a Minifter, being in his Study writing, V7as inter- 
rupted much what as Mr Peers above#mentioned3 which 
minds mc of worthy Mr Ban!^/s ferions conclufion. '' And

*rader lo make this reflexion upon it^ viz. that Famines, 
^ Peftilences and Earthqiiakesj are joyned by our Bieffed

* fear the worft* becaufe I fear we fo well dcferve it, and 
^ pray God of his infinite mercy to avert his future Judg-

^Ince my former Account of the Earthquake at Hu!/^ 
^ my Coufin Cookjon hm procured to me the following 
Account from his Brother, who is a Clergyman nearxti;^- 
coln^ viz. that he, being about 5 in the Evcrmg^-^ December 
the 20th paft, fet with a neighbouring Minifter at his 
houfe about a mile from Navenhf, they w^ere fiirpriz d 
with a ludden noife, as if it had been of two or three 
Coaches., driven furioufly down the Yard, whereupon 
the Ser%^ant wasfentto the Door, in expedatioocf fonie 
Strangers, but.they quickly perceiv'd whiitit was by the 
iliakiogof theChairs they fatupon.they cony perceive the 
very Stones move^ thegreateit damsge was 10 ibe Qentu 
woman, of the Houle, who was put into fiicha mght iIa. 
fli^jnifcarried two days alter ^ he writes, thty were po^i: 
Into a greater fright upon the Faft day, when there- v^as lb 
violent a Storm, th^j verily thought the CImrch would 
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liave fallen upon them. We had alfo at Leedes a roucb 
greater Storm the night preceding the Faft, and a ftronger 
Wind that day, than when the fatal Storm was in the 
South, but a good Providence timed this well, to quicken 
cur too cold Devotions.
